It  means  that  the  mechani-  ' 
tatlon  was  Improved  about  ten  times  during  the  period  of  I930  to  1939.

Ihe  Fiar  Eastern  Red  Army. 

Hie  SLno'Soviet  clash  and  the  advance 
of  the  Red  Army  towards  east. 

It  was  In  1922  that  Soviet  liussia  ceme  to  exercise  her  power  over 
the  7ar  Eastern  region.  For  several  years  after  1922*  the  construction  p 
policy  of  the  Soviet  Cbvemment  was  centered  mainly  in  the  European  Russia* 

and  the  eastern  boundary  was  quiet  and  only  small  local  forces  too  insiffiif 

> 

floant  as  a  national  defenfe  power  were  stationed  at  some  stroteglc  points' 
with  Vladivostok  and  Khcd>arovsk  as  the  center. 

However*  in  JUly*  1929#  the  Chinese  authorities  carried  out  a  coup 
d'etat  to  take  over  the  Chinese  Shstem  Railway  and  the  diplomatic  re* 
latione  between  Soviet  Russia  and  ghina  were  brought  to  a  state  of  rftpture 
as  the  result  of  whclh  Soviet  Russia  rapidly  intensified  her  military  pre* 
paratlons  in  the  Far  East. 

ypon  receipt  of  the  re^rt  of  the  dispute  over  the  Chinese  Eastern 
Railwayv  the  leaders  of  the  Communist  Bsurty  ordered  Kulbulshev*  then  the 
Commander  of  the  Siberian  Military  Distriot*  to  concentrate  the  Red  forces 
and*  at  the  same  time*  they  declared  war  upon  China*  The  Red  forces  in 
these  days  were  three  infantry  divisions  and  two  cavalry  brigades  end  were  , 
roughly  equal  to  the  Chinese  forces.  Ihus*  the  ^>eclal  Far  Eastern  Army 
wea  organized  and  Galon  (Rullukhel)  former  military  advisor  to  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Chinese  National  Qovemment*  was  appointed  the  coirmander  of  the 
Army.  In  Saptember  1929*  the  first  fighting  took  place  between  the  Chinese 
forces  and  the  Kazakevitch  Ihit  which  was  under  the  oonmand  of  the  Special 
Far  Eastern  Army.  Soon  after  this*  the  Kazakevitch  Uiit  was  reenforced 
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by  superior  Fwd  fxxrcfes  dispatohed  from  Leningrad  and  gained  a  aeries 
of  victories •  and  thus  the  military  operations  extended  over  such 
regions  as  the  Maritime  Rrovince,  ifeilungchow  and  Lake  Baikal. 

Further,  in  the  lattor  part  of  November,  Bullukhol  issued  an  order  for 
a  general  attack,  where upon,  t^e  Ped  iinny  gradually  oubdued  the  Chinese 
forces  and  finally  defeated  tnem  oa’plotely  ajid  dealt  them  a  crushing 
blow  at  LJarainor  in  the  neighborhood  of  Panohuli,  Thus,  they  won  a 
great  victory  with  about  10,000  Chinese  war  prisoners  and  many  booties* 

Itoder  such  circimstances,  the  peace  treaty  between  Soviet  Imssia  and 
China  was  concluded  in  the  latter  part  of  December  of  the  same  year. 

The  organiaation  of  the  fecial  Far  Eastern  Army, 

Since  the  incident  above  mentioned,  the  interest  of  Soviet  Russia 
in  the  Far  &st  was  suddenly  increased  and,  with  an  addition  of  one, 
division,  the  Far  &stern  Army  was  organized.  Further,  after  the  Man¬ 
churian  Incident,  reinforcements  were  sent  from  Siberia  and  the  European 
Russia,  and  thus  the  Army  came  to  be  compesed  of  eight  or  nine  infantry  ' 
divisions,  one  cavalry  division  end  one  (avalry  brigade  with  a  total 
strength  of  abeut  110,000  to  120,000  troops, 

Five-Year  Han  Iteriod, 

As  the  7th  All  Union  Congress  of  Soviets /.held  in  January  1935,  the 
late  Uchachevaky  stressed  "the  necessity  for  preparing  a  positive  and  in¬ 
dependent  operation  on  both  eastern  and  western  boundaries, "  This  is  the 
basis  of  his  famous  theory  on  the  frontal  and  simultaneous  operations  on 
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0£t»thoB«>t  west,  which  still  survive  oven  after  his  death*  Ihus,  since 
^935*  the  military  stxoogth  in  the  far  fiast  has  markedly  been  reinforced 

and  modernized  according  to  the  Five-Year  Plan  which  was  put  in  force  on  . 
several  occasions* 


In  spite  of  the  conspiracy  of  tho  light  leaders  of  tho  Red  Army  who 
were  shot  to  death  in  Jinio,  lo')7.  and  the  coneeQueht  enforcement  of 
strict  military  discipline,  tho  Far  East.ru  Armj,  because  of  its  special 

..  nature,  was  not  ro^filatod  or  reorganized  so  speedily  as  vaa  witnessed  In

,  the  case  of  other  military  districts-.  However,  before  the  conspiracy 

Iggi  of  the  Red  Army  was  exposed,  tho  Military  Council  was  newly  established 

||B^^  in  each  military  district  as  a  oounter-meascre  in  the  future,  due  to  tho 

result  of  which,  the  autheritoy  of  the  oonmatder  of  the  military  district 
was  considerably  restricted.

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(Khabaroyek),  In  1939 1  the  Nomonhan  Incident  broke  out,  and  thua  it  ’’ 
became  clour  that  the  Far  iikatern  Fied  Army  made '  an  end  of  its  defensive 
character  aiid  come  to  assume  an  offensive  nature* 

Also  during  1939 •  it  was  named  the  Far  Eastern  Frontal  Army  and  both 
the  1st  and  2nd  Bed  Armies  vere  placed  under  itsncontrol*  This  situation 
has  been  prevailing  up  to  the  jresont  moment. 

After  the  outbreak  of  the  Russo-  Qbnnan  Var  in  June  194Ji  the  offeStei- 
Vio  Character  of  the  Far  Eastern  Fi’ontal  Army  seemed  somoKhat  declined, 
but  theru  is  no  apparent  change  in  its  strength  and  the  force  is  as  great 
as  ever* 

Besides  the  above  Army,  thei'e  is  the  ?a-Baikal  Army  Gtroup  in  the 
eastern  port  of  Soviet  Russia  Istationed  at  China).
